A memorial from the Manchu General at Jeh-ho, inthe Peking 
Gazette of the 14th November, refers to the advance of Chinese 
emigration into Tartary, which has been so often testified to by 
travellers. The Imperial hunting-grounds have been encroached 
upon by squatters, whole villages having aprung up in places. 
It is wisely recognised that “the mischief is now it re- 
pairing, for to eject people who have been on the land for some 
ten years would be an act not compatible with the Imperial be- 
nevolence.” In fact, as the dynasty is past its hunting days, 
there is no object in excluding settlers from the land. The equat- 
ters, however, have done far worse than settle on the land. Theme- 
morialist found hills which were once covered with trees, now stript 
of timber, and he will be wise if he makes stringent rules for re- 
planting and for the preservation of what remains a rigorous 

feature in the regulations which he proposes. There is no doubt 
that the system pursued by the Chinese emigrants is contributing 
greatly to the dessication and ruin of the country. Thirty 
Years ago, Huc testified to the process and to ita results in the 
following words :— 

The Chinese began to penetrate into this country about the middle 
of the seventeenth century; and at this time the country was still 
magnificent—the mountains were crowned with fine foresta, and Mon- 
gol ‘tents were scattered over the valleys among tho richest pastures, 

‘or a very trifling payment the Chinese obtained leave to cultivate the 
soil ; and by degreea the Tartara were driven out, and forced to seek 
elsewhere a subsistence for their flocks. ‘The face of the country now 
soon became entirely changed. The trees were cut down ; the prairies 
burnt ; the new cultivation rapidly exhausted the fertility of the soil ; 
and it is to their devastating system, perhaps, that we must attribute 
the irregularity of seasons that now desolates the country. 

The Gazette of the 15th Nov. contains a memorial from Ting 
Jih-chang, applying again for permission to retire, on the plea 
of ill-health and the onerous nature of his duties. It is always 
difficult to know the exact meaning of these applications, which 
are very often the result of some political intrigue, and it is not 
at all unlikely that Ting was merely forestalling complants which 
his rigorous dealing with the officials in his province are sure 
to excite against him. It isa very moot point with the Chinese 
how far Ting’s reforming efforts are sincere. He did not bear an 
immaculate reputation during his early career in this province; 
but it is possible that he may have “made his pile,” and be 
willing now to assume the role of a puritan. _If 80, he has an 
ample field for his exertions ; for the same Gazette contains a 
memorial rigorously denouncing the magistrate of a district in 
Formosa, who, appointed in the stead of a man dismissed for ex- 
tortion, has proved more extortionate than his predecessor. Where 
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the latter squeezed $5,000, this man took $10,000, and this sum, 
Ting remarks, when it comes to be wrung out of the people, 
is doubled twice over. 

A memorial from the Governor-General of Fuhkien, in the 
Gazette of the 19th November, describes the means taken to

claims for relief, that it is begged the contributions from Fubkien 
to other provinces (? Kansal) may cease till the present hard 
times have been tided over. 

A sum of $300 has been contributed Ly the foreign residents 
in Peking to save some of the starving poor in Shantung, The 
subscription paper is still going round. ‘The appeal for help 
has been made by the Rev. W. N. Hall, of the Methodist New 
Connexion Mission, Tientsin, The numerous converts of that 
mission at Laou-ling, in Shantung, are among the sufferers. 
Many of the people are eating leaves, roots, and the bark of she 
elm. ‘These have long been known in North-China to possess 
nutritious qualities, and to form a resource in times of famine. 








TIENTSIN. 

The correspondent of the North China Daily News writes as 
follows :-— 

The last few days have heen very cold, and the river is fall of 
floating ice, Cnless a change comes in the weather, the river 
minst close very soon, The Afillet and Sin Nanzing left Taku on 
the 0th December ; they are thought to be our last steamers, 
Louvers of the exercise and art of skating are making use of the 
numerous ponds on the plain, which now present a tine surface 
for the shining steel. The river was freezing so rapidly at Taku 
on the 13th December that the Appin had to leave without her 
papers, to avoid being frozen in. 

‘Lhree gunboats are now lying abreast the Settlement, viz., the 
Surprise (French), Curlew ‘(British), Cyclops (German), while 
further up the river, pear the S.E. corner of the city, two Chinese 
war-vessels have gone into winter quarters, The river is clear 
of junks, the gunboats are dismasted and “housed in,” ie., 
covered over with reed mats to shield the upper deck and 
sige ways from the fierce winter winds ; and altogether a spirit 
of quictude seems to have settled upon our community, as it ar- 
ranges for its annual hibernation. 

{t is reported that instructions have been sent to the magis- 
trates of all the cities in Chihli province to supply the destitute 
in their jurisdiction with food. And we are informed that H.E. 
the Viceroy is feeding over 1,000 destitute persons daily, who 
have taken up their quarters at the back of his yamen, in tem- 
porary hats, made generally of reed mats. 

Soldiers are kept on night duty parading the streets, to guard 
against burglary aud incendiarisiu. ‘The number stid to be thus 
employed is about 1,000, in the city and suburbs, Of late we 
have heard of no disturbances. 
















































SHANGHAI, 
il brings advices from this port to the 22nd 
December ; the French mail from London Nov. 3 was received 
on the 20th December. The North China Herald contains the 
following summary of news :— 

A-special general meeting of the shareholders in the Union 
Steam Navigation Company has been held, for the purpose of 
passing the tinal accounts, and to transact such other business 
as was necessary for the termination of the Company. The 
statement of accounts showed that there were Ts, 4,144 to the 
credit of the Company in the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank. 
Tis. 2,509 were apportioned for dividend at the rate of Tis. 1.32 
per share, to be payable on and after the 19th inst, ; and a 
motion was paased authorising the agents to wind up the Com- 
pany. An item of ‘Ils, 472 of unclaimed dividends was placed 
under their control, and any balance remaining on December 3, 
1878, they are to retain as compensation for their labours, 

The trial of Thomas Henry Brown, charged with the at- 
tempted robbery of the //upel’s treasure, has been held at the 
U.S. Consulate-General, befure Mr. J. C. Myers, and two Asso- 
ciates. ‘The prisoner, being found guilty, was sentenced to twelve 
months’ imprisonment with hard labour. William Edwards, 
who is also charged with being unplicated in the attempted rob- 
has been brought before Mr. Mowat at the Police Court.

The troubles of the Woosung Railway seem to be interminable. 
Hardly has the official opposition been allayed, when certain 
villagers endeavour to reek a train because they disapprove the 
apportionment of the work, and a lunatic endeavours to test the 
force of impact of a train in motion, And now, apparently, the 
terms of sale to the Chinese are to be made the sul-ject of mis- 
representation, ‘The Sinpao publishes a paragraph implying

that the ‘Taoutsi hos been coerced into agreeing to a far la 

price for the railway it was worth ; that he has since had 
itsurveyed by vd engineer, who estimates it at about 
half the de value nd that he has in consequence re- 


fused to pay the first iustalment of the purchase money. 
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There is one grain of truth in these statements, namely, that the 
Taoutai has had the line surveyed by a German gentleman from 
Japan, and it is possible that tho latter may have estimated the 
value at Tis. 140,000, as the Sinpao states,” Of this we have no 
knowledge, but we can affirm that that estimate is very erro 
neous, that there was no pressure whatever exercised in fixing 
the amount of purchase-money, and that, so far from showing 
any intention to retreat from the agreement, the Taoutai has 
promised to pay the first instalment in a few days, and the second 
at a definite period afterwards, The agreement made by Mr. 
Mayers with the Viceroy provided that the amount to be paid 
“for the land, permanent way, rolling-stock, machinery, stations, 
and all other claims whatsoever, should be ascertained by an inves- 
tigation of accounts in det: for which purpose Her Britannic 
Majesty’s Consul and the Taoutai of Shanghai should each nomi- 
nate two merchants of proper standing and responsibility.” And 
though the formal Committee of arbitrament was not appointed, 
because both sides elected to leave the terms of settlement very 
much in the hands of Mr. Mayers—delegates from the Taoutai 
had full access to the books and accounts before the agreement 
was concluded. After the sum of ‘Tls, 285,000 had been fixed. 
by Mr. Mayers and the two officials who were sent from Peking 
to assist in the negotiations, the Taoutai further deputed a foreign 
actuary of high standing, and two Chinese officials, assisted by 
native interpreters from the C.M.S.N. Co.’s oflice, to examine the 
books and verify the statement of accounts on which the agree- 
ment was based, The Chinese were perfectly satisfied at the 
time, and the Foreigner wrote to H.B.M.’s Consul strongly affirm- 
ing the fairness of the settlement. It is well that these facts 
should be made public to the Chinese, in contradiction of the 
unfair statement of the Sinpao. 

The Very Rev. Dean Butcher has delivered a lecture before 
the members of the Young Men's Christian Association, at their 
room in Nank ing-road, on the subject of “ The Religious Beliefs 
of Ancient Greece.” There was _a large attendance, despite the 
rainy weather. The Rev, Dr. Nelson presided. It is scarcely 
necessary to say that the lecturer treated his subject in a very 
able and instructive manner. He was listened to with undi- 
vided attention ; and after the lecture short addresses in fur- 
ther elucidation of the subject were delivered by the Revs. Muir- 
head, Roberts, Thomas, and Mr. Black, each of whom compli- 
mented the lecturer upon the way in which he had treated so 
broad and diflicult asub ject. At the close the Dean was awarded 
a hearty vote of thanks. 

The Amateur Dramatic Corps have achieved a great success, 
A performance of Society was given before a full house, aud 
was hizhly appreciated. “The parts were cleverly rendered, and 
the fact that the audience insisted by their determined applause 
on the raising of the curtain after each act is the best proof that 
they thoroughly enjoyed the entertainment. 

The Sinpuo speaks of the probable opening of coal-mines at 
Nan-shaou, on the northern border of the Kwang-tung province, 
and says there is water communication from thence to Canton. 

Mr. Davenport set out last week en rode for Chinkeang, Soo- 
chow, Changchow, and other towns, to see that the proclama- 
tions regarding the Chefoo Convention are properly posted. 

Messrs. Bisset and Co. report as fellows upon the Share 
Market :— 

There has been more business done this week than the previous one. 
Wo note a decline in Bank shares, partly in consequence of fall in 
exchangeon Hong Kong ; and an advance in Yangtaze shares, H. and 
S. Bank: There wna a forced saloon the 18th Dec. at 20 per cent. 
premium and exchange 72, Shares have siuce changed bands at 22 
per cent, premium, and the same exchange, at which the market, closes 
quiet. $.S.N.Co.: A number of shares have been placed at Tis. 674 
for 3lat January. There are sellers at Tis. 66 cash, and buyers at 
‘Tis. 65. Yangtsze Insurance Association : Shires have been auld at 
Tis, 615, 6174, and 620. North-China Insurance Co.; Shares are in- 
quired for, Other stocks are quiet. 






































The Celestial Empire supplies the subjoined items of ivtelli- 
ence :-— 

+ Despatches of much importance have been received from Pe 
king. We hear that the German Consul has informed the va- 
rious hongs of his nationality that, from the beginning of Feb- 
ruary next, all drawbacks will be cashed by the Customs on pre- 
sentation, instead of being simply accepted in payment of duties 
as heretofore ; with this reservation, that the time during which 
they will be valid is fixed at thirty-six months. It is also said 
that iin taxes on foreign goods sre to be entirely abolished. 
‘This comes, we believe, from the German Legation. 

A brief statement of the present position of the Margary 
Memorial Fund may be of interest. Subscriptions deposited in 
the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank amount to about $1,200, 
besides which there are about $340 in course of collection. 
Friends in England have been communicated with, both with 
reference to subscriptions and designs for a suitable memorial. 
At the Committee meeting on Saturday it was decided to wait 
until answers could be received before calling a meeting at which 
the Committee could report progress, ‘The Committee have been 
favoured with several designs, sume of great merit, and beg to 
express their thanks to thuse gentlemen who have spent so much 
time in elaborating them, ‘The plans will be laid before a general 
meeting of subscribers in due course. 
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There are fresh rumours afloat in the North respecting the 
advanced guard of Tso’s army. It is said that this detach- 
ment, which, as our readers know, consista of Manchus, under 
a Manchu general, has suffered some reverses—somewhere this 
side of the Hindoo Koosh ; but we cannot verify the spot from 
this rather vague description by several degrees of latitude and 
many meridians of longitude; we must wait for fuller informa- 
tion. Something more tangible is sure to leak out before long. 
‘The last definite advices which reached us about the Manchu 
army were to the effect that it bad succeeded in recapturing 
Urumtsi ; and that was many weeks ago. 

‘A very successful effort has been made on the part of some 
Chinese ladies to raise funds for the relief of the starving poor 
jn the north in the way of a fancy bazaar. The net receipts 
were $182.45, and after all expenses are cleared there will pro- 
bably be $100 wo send north. Such practical sympathy is indeed 
deserving of all praise. 

Our Chefoo correspondent writes :—The Germans are opening 
a new port up here at Ta-koo-shan, lying midway between Ta- 
lien-wan and the Korean boundary. This will be the future 
market for Piece Goods, and as such will militate against the 
prosperity of lowelwang., 

Until the 18th December the import market continued quiet, 
with importers avxious to realise in order to secure the im 
proved rate of sterling exchange, but on that date a weaker ten- 

lency in exchange produced still more desire to sell, and holders 
submitted to a decline in currency prices for cas, which brought 
Chinese speculators into the market, and rather extensive settle- 
ments have since been repcrted. Business in tea has been ex- 
tremely quiet. With regard to silk the following is the latest 
report :— 

Rather more inclination has been shown to do business, but the 
almost hourly rise and fall in exchange has precluded any important 
transactions. Nearly 1,000 bales are reported purchased, amongst 
which are Donkey chop Nos. 3 and 3}, at Tla. 585 and 565; Incense 
chop Nos, $ and 3, at Tis. 675 and 655; Blue Peacock “ Zing-ling” 
and “Tun-ling” at Tls. 550 and 530; Dancing Bear Noa. 1, 2, and 3, 
at Tis. 535, 520 and 505; Pagoda No. 2, at Tle. 532); K.F.S. Beautiful 
‘Woman No. 2, at Tis. 525; “Say-ling” at Tis. 610; 8.8.3, Dollar chop 
at Tle, 480, and Chin-uen-sing’s “Gna-ling” and “ Kin-ling” Kahing 
Taysaams at Tls. 495 and 480 per picul, shows a considerable fiuctua- 
tion in the proportionate tael price acvording to the rate at which it 
was possible to settle exchange. Tsatlees are very firmly held; Koo- 
fongsing will not sell his chop thirdsunder Tis, 610; for Blue Elephant 
the asking price has risen to Tle. 650 to 555. Market silke are almost 
exhausted and common Tsatlee is not to be had within Tis. 460; some 
150 bales of re-reels have been taken at Tis. 530 to 540 for middling 
cargo, but coarve silks generally remain quite neglected. Hardly any 
arrivals are reported during the week, and the unsvld stock has de- 
creased to 21,000 bales. 

‘We hear that Feng Taoutai has received additional honours 
lately, and that from the sixth of the present moon he will be 
entitled to the decoration of the scarlet button. This mark of 
favour is said_to be in acknowledgment of his valuable services 
as manager of the Kiang-nan Arsenal.

Dr. Barchet contined himself chiefly 
to sketches of Swabian life and character, but also dilated in a 
leasant and entertaining way upon German matters in general, 
including the military and school syatems, and gave some account 
of the typical “German student,” and other interesting and 
amusing personages.

FOOCHOW, 

The Foockow Herald bas the following:— 

‘We learn that Ting Futai has ordered the arrest of several 
men concerned in depredations on the Mamoi Telegraph line. 
One of the culprits is in custody, but some reluctance is, we 
understand, shown by the district officials to carry out ‘Tings 
commands in regard to the arrest of the others. The man al- 
ready captured is a blacksmith 4 trade, and he is charged with 
having stolen wire with which be manufactured a quantity of 
nails. It is believed that the high authorities are really deter- 
mined to take extreme measures in this instance, so as, if pos- 
sible, to intimidate villagers, But after all, these poor people, 
are not so deserving of censure as the mandarins and gentry, 
by whom they were encouraged in the first instance. 

,The gunboats Alpha and Beta were handed over to the pro- 
vincial authorities on the 19th December. The English crews 











were at the same time paid off, and shipped, per steamship Vumoa, 
to Hong Kong. It is reported that the Chinese officials are 
rather proud of these vessels, and they may well beso. But, a 
little bird whispers that the twenty-six ton guns are not in high 
favour with the Imperial artilleryman, although their mechanism 
is greatly admired. Itis probable that in certain quarters the guns 
are really regarded as an acquisition to the infant. navy, ¢h in 
in the hands of their new uwners and under present conditions 
they are uvt likely to be of any service. ‘The Alpha hasarrived, 
and the Omega of this new-born extravagance 4 already in our 
mind’s eye. 

A recent case of kleptomania has created much excitement 
and not a little ebullition of feeling in Cantonese circles. A 
Canton. boy, lately in the employ of a foreign resident, “ requi- 
sitioned” various articles of clothing, the property of his master, 
and was in consequence handed over to the authorities by 
H.B.Ms Consul for punishment. This greatly shocked the 
preconceived ideas of certain compradores and other “gentry,” 
who regarded the matter as of trivial importance—involving no 
very great departure from “old custom.” These virtuous de- 
fenders of Cantonese perquisites and pity insisted upon the 
immediate liberation of their countryman, and the Taoutai, 
bending to their blandishments, actually liberated the thief! 
We believe that the atfair is now a subject of discussion between 
H.B.M.’s Consul and the Chinese authorities ; and we hope that 
these Cantonese “ geutry ” will be taught that they are not above 
the law. 

Certainly the City of Foochow may this year be called the 
City of Desolation. ‘The devastating floods early in June would 
of themselves have stamped this year as a most unfortunate one, 
and when added to the wholesale destruction of life and pro- 
perty, not only in the city and suburbs but for many miles round, 
it really seems, as the natives remark, that the Fung Shui is “too. 
muchee angly.” The floods were followed last month by one of 
the most devastating fires that ever occurred in the suburbs. 
Aided by strong wind at the time, all efforts to extinguish it 
were fruitless, as the direction of the flames shifted from time to 
time. On the 18th inst. another fire broke out on the left bank 
of the river, which, though smaller in extent than the previous 
one, yet from its intense tierceness and glare, and happening as 
it did at night, seemed at one time likely to rival its predecessors, 
Fortunately, its ravages were confined to the boat-building yards, 
containing large stacks of timber, and some hundreds of ‘small 
wooden houses and sheds. The origin of this fire is said to have 
arisen from the infatuated practice of burning “ joss paper,” not 
only out of season but out of place. A boat-builiing yard, lum- 
bered with chips and shavings, with a strong N.E. wind blow- 
ing, is hardly a safe place to allow lighted paper tofly about in. It 
may be, however, that our native friends partake more of the 
fatalism of worshippers of Mahomet than of the venerable 
Buddha. In China, and possibly to a larger extent in Foochow 
than elsewhere, the tenements burnt aud actnal property de- 
stroyed at any time are comparatively small, and a new suburb 
speedily arises on the ashes of the old one. ‘Strange as it may 
seem, several of the houses destroyed are now nearly rebuilt. 

Measrs. Westall, Galton and Co.’s Tea Letter of 23rd December 
says :— 

During the past few days buying has very materially decreased, and 
the total business of the week is considerably under that last reported 
‘Congou : The settlements have been composed of the low to preferable 
common grades, and prices do not show any change on late quotations. 
The nominal stock is at present 29,350 chests, but the actual quanvity 
on offer is probably much smaller. The market is entirely cleared of 
all the better descriptivns, and the season is fast drawing to a close.

AMOY. 

‘The draft of the proposed regulations for the Municipal Coun- 
cil has been published, All land renters and all taxpayers over 
5 per annum are to have a vote in the election of the Council, 
which is to consist of five members. Disputes between rate- 
payers and others with the Council are to be submitted to a 
special Court, consisting of three persons annually elected by 
the Consular body in consultation with the local authorities, 
whose decision shall be binding. 








HONG KONG. 

The French mail brings dates from the above port to the 
28th December. 

The annual regatta took place on the 23rd and 24th Decem- 
ber, and is propounced to have gone 0.1 very successfully, though 
there was “an absence of that enthusiasm which characterised 
regattas in old days.” The P. and O. steamer Mudacee wus the 
flagship ; and among those present were H.E. the Governor and 
Miss Kennedy, the latter awarding the Ladies’ Purse amidst 
much cheering. 

The Public Gardens continue to improve under the active 
superintendence of Mr. Ford, the Government gardener, He 
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has recently issued a complete catalogue of the plants in both the 
gardens. 

The Chinese steamer Fu- Yew ran into a junk, when approach- 
ing Hong Kong, and cut it completely in two, of course sinking 
it on the spot. ‘Those who were taken from on board alleged 
thet two of their number had been drowned, but subsequently 
said that only one had been lust. They also said they had a valu- 
able cargo on board, but this is denied. No douht the desire of 
the owners of the junk is tomake their claim against the steamer 
as heavy as possible. 

A meeting of the Portuguese community was held on the 27th 
December, at the Club Lusitans, to consider the best means of 
receiving the newly-appointed Governor and Bishop of Macao 
on theit ival (then expected) by the French mail steamer ; 
and a committee, consisting of Messrs. J. J. dos Remedios, J. A. 
Baretto, D. Noronha, F. A. Gomes, J. A. Remedios, and'M. C: 
do Rozario, was appointed. ‘There has not been a bishop resi 
dent in Macao for upwards of twenty years. 

‘The Daily Press contains the following items : 

The United States flay-ship Tennesse left Japan for Hong 
Kong on the 17th December, and may be expected here at any 
moment. It is rumoured that Admiral Reynolds will proceed 
to Siam in the Askuelot soon after his arrival in this port, pre- 
sumably on acount of the lapses of the late American Consul at 
Bangkok. The Australian Colonies have been temporarily at- 
tached to the cruising ground of the Asiatic Squadron, and it is 
said that Admiral Reynolds will shortly proceed thither in his 
flagship, being, we believe, the first visit of an American man- 
of-war to those waters.

evidence of the captain and carpenter it appears that between 
two and three a.v.on the 2lst Dec, deceased was on watch, and 
upon the captain coming on deck and calling out for him, he 
suddenly jumped 


up and fell down the main hatch. He was 
sent to the Civil Hospital, where he died on the 24th. Dr. 
Wharry’s evidence went to show that his internal organs were 
much diseased, and that the shock to the system was the cause 
death. The jury returned a verdict of “Accidental death.” 

‘An entertainment given in the Temperance Hall, Stanley- 
street, was the nearest approach to a failure of any of the per- 
formances yet given in connection with this institution. Gene- 
rally speaking, these entertainments are very enjoyable, but the 
bill of fare consisted simply of a rather mediocre magic lantern 
performance, with a few minutes’ amusement at the close, caused 
hy the awarding of the prizes for the best and worst conun- 
drams. The one adjudged the best was “What grounds are 
there for supposing that Pope Hennessy is a regular Turk? 
None, except that he is the new boss for us (Bosphorus).” The 
humourous remarks of the gentleman who had been deputed to 
present the prizes—each a teapot—were evidently appreciated 
and enjoyed. The entertainment lasted barely an hour. 

The early Military Service at eight a... on Christmas Day was 
fully choral, the choir being. composed of about sixty voices, 
among whom were twenty ladies, ‘The Military Chaplain, Rev. 
W. H. Baynes, intoned, and the responses were sung throughout, 
The Te Deum was chanted to three or four different chants and 
went very steadily, the Benedictus to a double chant (anony- 
mous). The Anthem was the “ Hallelujah Chorus,” from the 
Messiah, and considering the difficulty of getting voices to sound 
with any effect in the Cathedral Chancel, it was very fairly sung. 
The Kyrie (under initials) was sung at the Ante-Commanion 
Service, the ladies’ voices being effective, especially at the 10th 
response, The hymns were “ Adeste Fideles” and “ Hark the 
Herald,” the latter being taken in unison. The band of the 
28th Regiment accompanied the choir, but was rather too power- 
ful, especially in the “ Hallelujah Chorus,” otherwise most effi- 
cient. It was regretted that the organ could not be used for 
the occasion, but it was found that the instruments, through 
some peculiarity, could not be tuned to the organ, although this 
has to be done in large orchestras in England. 

The subscription in aid of the widow and children of the late 
Inspector O'Brien is progressing satisfactorily. ‘The subscription 
list at the club is headed by bis Excellency the Governor and 
some of the principal Government officials, and has been signed 
by nearly all who have seen it. It is hoped that the amount 
realised will be sufficient to provide a small annuity for the 
widow. 





PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 


MANILA. 

The Straits Times translates the following items of intelli- 
gence from Manila newspapers :— 

During the closing week of the month of November, a hur- 
riemne prevailed throushout the southern portion of the Philip- 
pine Archipelago for several days, with more or less severity. 
Detailed accounts of the ravages of the hurricane are to be 
found in the Diario and Comercio, from which it appears that 
the destruction of houses, domestic animals, standing crops, and 
trees, from the combined action of the wind, rain, and flood was 
immense. The loss of human life was also very great, eight 








or ten persons being drowned in Cebu, and a considerable 
number in Isla de Negros, and elsewhere, 
he Diario of the 16th December announces that Don Joss 
Panlin has been appointed civil and military Governor of the 
new settlement of Sulu, and that the paddy and tobacco crops in

To this we will say nothing; we 
will admit voluntarily that we area little behind the English 
and Dutch in this respect; bat when our contemporary goes on 
tosay, that we follow in Tonquin a policy of jealousy’ and pro- 
scription he is far from the truth, “In ‘endeavouring to 
show this the S:turduy Reriew has removed from this ar- 
ticle that impartiality which distinguishes the English pub- 
lications when treating on foreizn polities, We do not deny 
that the first project of a route into Western China found its 
birth in the head of an Englishman. The English have for a 
long time coveted the commerce of the vast country which is 
included under the name of Western China, perhaps ever that 
of Yunnan, and we admit that our Goverrment has also coveted, 
on its part, the immense resources and the commerce of this lat. 
ter province. There is nothing more natural than that it should 
doso. In that our Government has endeavoured to open a route 
giving access to Yunnan, that Dupuis was the first to discover 
this route, which many persons had sought in vain before him, 
we do not see anything which merits the acrimonious words pro- 
nounced on our policy in this article. It is to be desired 
that our colonial policy may be a little more active than it 
has been, marching side by side with that of other Powers; 
we should then see other results than those obtained by our 
Jast negotiations with the Court at Hué. The English be- 
lieved at one time that, following our habitual energy when 
we entered on an affair, especially one of such importance as 
that of opening Tonquin, we should endeavour to push it for- 
ward vigorously to the end, But the result in this case has 
shown the contrary, and one has good reason to say that in this 
matter we have departed from our usual vigour, and in presence 
of what power? ‘The Annamese Government ! which in the face 
of our late disasters has come to look upon this policy only as a 
sign of our feebleness. Our policy has never been and never 
will be that proclaimed by the Saturday Review. The France 
of the future will always be as the France of the past, great and 
generous, repudiating all that is selfish or m Tf the English

On the motion of the Attorney-General, the Distress Bill is recom- 
mitted, and a further amendment having been made, the Bill is read a 
third time and passed, on the motion of the Attorney-General, seconded 
by the Acting Judge of Penang. On the motion of the Attorney-General, 
the Crown Suits Bill is recommitted, and a further amendment having 
Leen made, the Bill is read a third time and passed, on the motion of 
the Attorney-General, seconded by the Acting Judge of Penang. On 
the motion of ths Attorney-General, seconded by Mr. MacArthur, the 
surplus supply Ordinances Repeal Bill is read a third time and passed. 

‘The Attorney General introduces a Bill to amend Ordinance No. V. 
of 1873, and moves that it be read a first time, which is seconded by 
the Auditor General und agreed to. On the motion of the Attorney 
General, seconded by Mr. Read, the standing orders are suspended, 
and the Bill is read a second time. ‘The Bill'is committed, reported 
with ameudments, and on the motion of the Attorney-General 
second, by the Acting Judge of Penang, is reada third time and passed. 

An inquest has been held on the bodies of two Chinese, who 
were shot by the police at the New Market Station during the 
riot on the 15th December. From the evidence it appears that 
at 9.30 a.m. a large number of Chinese attacked the police at 
the New Market Station. The small body of police there 
fiuding themselves in danger at first fired several shots into the 
air, but this, instead of causing the Chinese to retire, had the op- 
posite effect, and they came as far as the door of the Station, 
throwing bricks and whatever they could get hold of at the 
police. One of the bricks that was thrown knocked down a 
police constable, and the sergeant in charge and the other police 
constables were also hit with bricks at the same time, thrown by 
this mob. ‘The sergeant then gave the order to fire direct at 
them, when two were killed and one wounded. On the arrival 
of Inspector Richards with more police the mob dispersed. 
From the evidence of Dr. Anderson the deaths in both cases 
were caused by gun-shots wounds, and must have been instan- 
taneous. A verdict of “ justifiable homicide” was returned. At 
the conclusion of the inquest the jurors unanimously agreed to 
the following resolution :- 

We, the Jurors, are unanimously of opinion that the police under 
Sergeant Dadameah, ut the New Market Station on the 15th December, 

1876, behaved with great circumspection, and also showed great fur: 


beurance towards the Chinese rioters in the manner in which they 
carried out their duties. 


A fire, which eventually caused the destruction of twenty-six 
houses, broke out on the evening of the 29th December in the 
Malay quarter of Capong Kapore. ‘The flames spread with 
alarming rapidity, owing to a strong breeze blowing at the 
time. The police, with the fire-engine, under Major Dunlop, 
were quickly on the spot, aud greatly contributed to the 
prevention of the extending of the conflagration. The houses 

urnt were all roofed with attap. Fortunately, no one met 
with serious injury, although in one or two instances, women 
and children had only a narrow escape from being burnt.

THE P. AND O. COMPANY. 

The annual dinner of the directors, commanders, and other 
officers of the P. and O. Company, held in terms of the will of 
the late Mr. Anderson, the founder of the Company's Good Ser- 
vice Fund, took place on the Ist inst., at their offices in Leaden- 
hall-street. The Lord Mayor, Mr. Michie (Agent-General of 
Victoria), Mr. Campbell (Oriental Bank), and Mr. Purdy (Bank 
of South Australia) were amongst the guests present. Mr. Fan 
bE SALIS occupied the chair. 

After the usual loyal toasts and the memory of Mr. Anderson had 
been drunk, the CHAIRMAN, in proposing “ Prosperity tothe Company,” 
said he would offer a few remarks on its past and present history. 
Possessing a capital of £5,500,000, with a fleet equal in tonnage to 
thatof the United States, and employing 17,000 men ashore and afloat, it 
was entitled to rank among the greatest shipping associations of mo- 
dern times, Its formation dated back aa far as thirty-seven years ago, 
when a union of the steam enterprise of London, Liverpool, and Dublin 
gave it existence. It soon assumed large proportions, and had re- 
sponsible functions entrusted to it. Its missin from the first was a 
high one, for the conveyance of Her Majesty's nails was not the only 
duty confided to it. Commissioned to open out a highway of nations 
to the East, the duty devolved on their ships of diminishing the dis- 
tance between England and India from four months to four weeks, 
The work allotted to them was to bring millions into closer relations 
with their rulers, and to become the means of extending our com- 
merce, our empire, and our civilisation throughout the whole 
East. How these duties had been performed it was not for a 
director of the company to aay. That task would rest with history. 
Some future Macaulay, in describing the effect of the inauguration of 
their steam lines, would speak of ancient kingdoms of the earth long 
isolated from the West, awakened from the trance of ages by the magio 
touch of steam. He would tell of commerce expanding under its anspices, 
and of England's rule over her approxiinated possessions established on 
surer and firmer foundations than before. But these were not the only 
services rendered by the company to the country. In the Crimean war 
their ships did good service to the State, and the flower of their flect, 
the Himalaya, ceded at that period to the navy, still constituted one of 
the finest transports in Her Majesty's service. Then, again, in the 
Indian mutiny, their steamships, freely placed at the disposil of the 
Executive, rendered efficient aid in quelling that formidable insurrection. 
Last, not least, in the Abyssinian expedition they were called on to supply 
not ships alone, but that most necessary article in modern warfare—coal 
and distinguished officers bud admitted that the lesson given to King 
‘Theodore under the heizhts of Magdala, a leson which struck terror into 
the hearts of the disaffected in India, must have been deferred but for 
the aid their establishments in the Red Sea were able to atfurd to Her 
Majesty's forces. Nor in glancing at the most prominent features in 
the past history of the company ought another public service to be 
owitted—a service rendered, not to England, but to an alliel State. 
It would ever form a bright spot in the annals of the company that it 
had been permitted to them to be ainong the first to aid in restoring 
Venice to her past prestive by reopening for her ancient communi- 
cations with the East, in the bope that this might prove the prelude to 
her again resuming her high position in the commerce of the world. 
So far he had spoken of the past history of the company, he would 
ow say a few words as to its present and its future. He asked them 
to drink prosperity to the company ; but some persons asserted there 
was no prosperity in storo for it, and that under the influence 
of the opening of the Suez Canal this great undertaking had 
entered on a downward course. Such assertions he met with 
the strongest denial. It was true the opening of the Canal had 
been a great trial to them; it had reduced their profits, diminished 
their dividends, forced rigid economy on them, and it had besides im- 
posed on them’ the costly obligation of reorganising and in part re- 
building their fleet. That work, however, successfully done, he had 
yet to learn why a company possessing some of the finest steamships 
in the mercantile marine of England should not retain. the place its 
enterprise had so hardly won for it, in the carrying trade of the East. 
‘That trade, in lieu of diminishing, was fast expanding. If they turned 
to India, the commerce of that great empire was increasing more rapidly 
than most persons believed. In proof of this he would state a few 
facts, Three years ago the export of wheat from India was insignifi- 
cant; last year it amounted to upwands of 200,000 tons. Ten years 
ago but 12,000 tons of jute were exported, but last year that quantity 
hud exceeded 50,000 tons, Fifteen years ago the export of tea did not 
exceed 1,400,000 Ib.; last year it amounted to 21,000,000 Ib, This was 
not the time or place for statistics, he would therefore pass on to that 
other great empire—China, with ite 409 millions of inhabitants, with 
which they had such close relations. Its population were eager for trade 
with the West ; and what would be the proportion of its future commerce 
with the outer world when the opposition of its official classes had been. 
over-ruled by the voice of the people, and the advancing tide of European 
enterprise was freely admitted to its shores, As to the South Wales 
ironmastere, ask the ironmasters of the North what they thought of the 
future of China in connection with their trade, and they would say 
they had read with the keenest interest the accounts of the late open- 
ing of its first railway ; for they knew that when iron roads were well 
introduced into China, thousands—he might say hundreds of thousands 
—of tons of English iron must find their way there in European ships, 
and they would mark that this iron, according to the ordinary course 
of trade, would not be paid for in coin, but in articles of increased pro- 
duce, which on ite way home would again make freight for British 
ships, Nor in estimating the future of the commerce of the East, 
on which the prosperity of their company was based, ought those 
great colonies of the southern hemisphere — reserved as they 
were fur high destinies—to be forgotten. Conaccted as he was with 
the Australian colonies, he claimed to know them well, and it was his 
conviction that some persons in that room would yet live to see the 
day when they would stand pre-eminent in the commerce of the East. 
Three months ago Sir Hereules Robinson, the Governor of New South 
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Wales, delivered an admirable address at Albury, in the course of 
which he endeavoured to foreshadow the future Commerce and popu- 
lation of Australia, He showed that according to the present rate of 
increase their population would in fifty years equal that of England, 
while in eighty years it would excecd that of the United States. In 
making this estimate ho said with truth it might prove tuo low, as no 
person could exactly gauge the future flow of Australian emigration. 
At present it was small, but the protective tariff of America, restrictive 
ao it was of intercourze with tho rest of the world, was not 
able to emigration, the tide of which, repelled frow its shores, would 
assuredly be diverted to Australia, ‘Last year the emigration from 
Europe to America had declined 50 per cent,, while Australian emigra- 
tion had increased in a somewhat greater ratio. ‘The direct route to Aus- 
tralia lay through the Canal, which shortened the distance by 3,000 miles, 
but he would ask M. de Lesseps’s attention to the fact that solely owing 
to the prohibitive character of the tolls, not a single Australian ship 
had ever yet paseed through the Canal. | When the tolls were reduced 
steam-ships with emigrants would willingly use the Canal; and, the 
voyage being shortened one-half, a large cmigration perhaps, equal to 
that which till lately prevailed ‘between Europe and America, would 
ensue, In that case even the present generation might see Australia 
not only taking high rauk in the commerce of the East, but admitted 
to a place in the councils of the world. With these facts before them 
there could be no doubt as to the future expansive character of Eastern 
trade, which would secure profitable employment. for their ships and 
agsure prosperity with success to the company. With the aid of the 
gentlemen who sat around him—men bound to the company by the 
strongest ties, most of whom he bud himself seen enter the company's 
service in their youth, and who had known no other service than its 
own—they would not only secure success and prosperity for the com- 
pany; they would do more, for they would deserve it. 

The toast having been druuk with all the boncurs, several other 
toasts followed, including that of “Tho Lord Mayor and Corporation 
of the City of London,” suitably acknowledged by his lordship, and the 
proceedings then terminated. 


Haval and Military. 


It is stated that the innovation of inviting young engineers trained 
in private workshops to compete for twenty vacancies in the Navy has 
ended in all but a total failure, notwithstanding that the ordeal of a 
preliminary examination had been considerably modified. About 140 
commercial engineers sent in their names, of whom 100 presented 
themslves for examination, hty-three of the candidates retired as 
soon as they saw the examination papers. Seventeen began to work at 
the problems, but in the afternoon the number was further reduced to 
seven, who persisted to the end. But how many of these have passed 
with sufficient éclat to gain appointments as assistant engineers in the 
service remains to bejscen. 


A fine iron paddle-wheel tug steamer, for Her Majesty's service, was 
launched on the 31st ult., from the yard of Messrs. Laird Brothers, at 
Birkenhead. She was named the Sampson by Miss Jessie Laird. She 
is 128 ft. logn, 25ft. beam. and 14 fl. deep in hold, and will be fitted 
with two distinct pairs of diagonal oscillating engines, indicating col- 
lectively 860-horse-power, and driving feathering paddie-whecls. She 
is the third tug steamer built by the firm for the Admiralty during 
the last three or four years, and is an exact duplicate of the Malta, 
built im 1875, the evoteas of whieh has ted to this repetition of the 
order. 


By permission of the Lords of the Admiralty a party of German 
officers and other German subjecte, among them being a representative 
from Herr Krupp’ gun manufactory, visited Chatham Dockyard on the 
26th ult, and inspected the armour-plated ship Alexandra, over which 
they were conducted by one of the dockyard officials, The Alexandra 
was removed out of dock on Wednesday, and will leave Chatham on 
the 8rd inst. for the Mediterranenn. 


The iron screw troop ship Adventure, 2, 2,510 tons, 1,227-horse 
power, last employed on troop service in China, from which country 
she conveyed howe the battalion of Royal Marines, is ordered to be 
removed from the repairing basin, and placed in one of the vacant 
docks at Chatham, where sho is to be immediately broken up. Her 
machinery and engines have been removed out of her, and will be 
utilised for other vessels. 

The T pier at the Royal Arsenal, Woolwich, hus been damaged to the 
extent of about £70 by the Bergen steamship St. Olaf, from Colombo, 
running into it. “The chief portion injured is the Royal hatehway, at 
which many distinguished personages have landed and embarked, and 
the new stanchions just erected by the Works Department to support 
the awning. 

The commander's naval pension of £65 a year, vacant by the death 
of Retired Capta’s John J. Keeling, bas been awarded to Retired 
Captain Frederick H. Stevens, A licutenant’s naval pension of £50 
a year, rendered vacant by. the demise of Retired Commander Arthur 
Kennedy, has been awarded to Retired Commander John G. 8. Clark. 

Commander W, M. Lang is about to leave the Royal Naval College 
to take temporary command of a Chinese gunboat, one of the two re- 
cently purchased in this country. He will take the vessel to China, 
and hand her over to the naval authorities at Foochow. Leave of ab: 
sence to proceed on this foreign service is limited to six months, 

Major-General Sir T. Pears, K.C.B., ha: resigned his seat as Military 
Secretary to the India-office. His successor is Colonel"Allen Johnson, 
of the Bengal Staff Corps, late one of the Military Secretaries to the 
Tudian Government.

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ASSAULT ON ONE OF THE SERVANTS OF THE CHINESE 
LEGATION. 

‘We regret to have to record an unprovoked assault. upon the servant 
of one of the Attachés in the Chinese Legation. The complainant was 
walking down Oxford-street on Wedneaday night, when the defendant, 
one Donovan, an Irish labourer, struck him violently on the back. The 
prisoner, who was drunk at the time, was sentenced by Mr Knox, the 
police magistrate, to two menths' imprisonment with hard labour. ‘The 
sentence is generally spoken of with approbation, Dr. Macartney offi- 
ciated at tho Police-court as interpreter, and the oath was administered 
to the Chinainan by his being called upon to break a saucer, and to de- 
clare that if he lied he hoped his soul might be destroyed as 
completely as the porcelain. This part of the proceeding has been 
the subject of a considerable amount of learned and  anti- 
quarian disquisition. The Zeleyraph, which upon this oceasion has 
been evidently assisted by someone acquainted with Chinese ways, 
gives the story in the following rather doubtful “pidgin Eng:

POINTS OF CONTACT IN CHINA. 

Many of our readers will recollect that at the time when 
the question was discussed whether, under the Treaty of 
Tientsin, foreign merchants would be permitted to establish 
themselves in the interior of the country, Earl Russety, 
who was then Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, enun- 
ciated the principle in one of his despatches that, with a 
view to preserving satisfactory and peaceful relations with 
China, it was undesirable that the points of contact should 
be multiplied. This principle was at the time questioned 
by many who had had practical experience in China, and 
who belicved that our relations with the Chinese were likely

JAPANESE FINANCE. 

Tue details which have recently been published with 
reference to the steps taken by the Japanese Government 
with a view to finally doing away with the liability which 
they incurred when some years ago they took steps to put 
an end to the independent sway of the Daimios, show that 
there is still great need to impress upon the Japanese the 
lesson which, with every interest in their progress, we 
have from time to time endeavoured to inculcate in these 
columns, namely, that the present Government should be 
careful to introduce further changes in such a manner that 





: the alterations made will not needlessly clash with the old 


order of affairs, and will prove to be within the power of 
the authorities themselves fully to carry out. The measure 
above noticed is one of so important a character that it 
may well be feared lest the Japanese have not gone too 
far in burdening themselves with the responsibility which 
it involves. In a strictly financial point of view, the step 
appears to have been a good one ; but it is still open to 
question whether it was wise to inaugurate a change of so 
much importance as the practical abolition of the Japanese 
aristocracy, merely with the object of obtaining financial 
relief from the effects of past extravagance. Stated in 
financial language, the step which has been taken amounts 
virtually to “buying out” the Daimios; that is paying 
them definite pensions for a series of years to represent the 
value of the revenues they have been receiving since the 
Japanese Government in 1868 tovk over their domains 
relieving them of the responsibility of military service and 
paying them one-tenth of their annual revenues in com- 
pensation. The present measure is thus a compensation of a 
compensation, and may be taken to be the prelude to tho 
final abolition of the aristocratic system in Japan. No 
doubt there were grave reasons, so far as they went, to in- 
duce the existing Government to take this step. The re- 
forms which have been introduced have been expensive ; 
something was imperatively demanded to improve the 
state of affairs, and under all these circumstances it 
was not unnatural that the amounts paid for the 
support of an apparently useless class should have 
been grudged by Japanese Finance Ministers. A well-in- 
formed correspondent of The Times has, however, justly 
questioned whether this complete destruction of the aris- 
tocratic element in Japan may not prove a dangerous 
step. There is no doubt that the recent insurrection mainly 
resulted from this cause, and that such opposition should 
spring up can scarcely be considered surprising when “an 
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“ aristocracy which has existed for a thousand or fifteen 
“ hundred years is swept away to atone for a decade of 
“ extravagance, which ought long ago to have been checked.” 
It appears, however, clear that the Japanese, like many 
other people, are not alive to the consolidating influence 
which a sound aristocracy may exert in a State, or aware to 
how great a degree the preservation of the liberties of the 
subject may in reality be dependent upon the existence of 
a class which superficially looked at seem antagonistic to 
individual freedom. In a purely financial point of view, 
also, the measure is one calling for very grave consideration. 
Although, to speak in commercial language, “the transaction 
is a good one,” and is estimated to save the country imme- 
diately some £2,000,000 annually, in the meantime the Go- 
vernment incurs a liability of £28,000,000, to be redeemed 
in thirty years, and it will be a question whether this may 
not prove a very serious burden, and may not be simply 
putting off an evil day. _It is to be hoped that the Japanese 
will be able to carry through the measure, but it will 
certainly prove to be one of some difficulty ; and it is natu- 
ral that the well-wishers of this energetic and enterprising 
country should look with some apprehension upon it. At 
the very least, it will not tend to raise the standard of 
Japanese credit in the Money Markets of the world, and 
this is a point of very great significance, and one which 
might, at a given time, be of vital importance. 





THE RIOT AT SINGAPORE. 

THE accounts which are brought by the mail last in, of 
the riot which took place in Singapore, in consequence of 
the establishment ofa branch of the Post-office (under the 
management of a native firm) for the purpose of affording 
to the Chinese residents an easy means of remitting a por- 
tion of their earnings to their relations and friends in China, 
will, it is to be hoped, put an end to the Utopian ideas en- 
tertained by some, who are imperfectly acquainted with 
the subject, that it would be possible to put down the evil 
effects of Secret Societies by the introduction of some 
system of registration, or by other means calculated to 
bring them under direct government control. The details 
of the riot, as given in the last London and China Telegraph, 
show that the disturbance was entirely due to the working 
of one or more of these dangerous associations. The 
facts are very simple. Arrangements were made by the 
Postmaster-Ceneral with a Chinese firm to remit money 
in small sums to China at the same rates that had been 
paid to private individuals ; but, under the impressiou— 
whether right or wrong remains to be seen—that they 
would be “squeezed,” great opposition was felt by the 
Chinese in some directions, and this discontent was fanned 
by the Secret Societies into an open riot ; in the course of 
which the mob attacked first the sub-post-office, and after- 
wards some of the police-stations ; it becoming ultimately 
necessary, in order to restore order, for the police first to fire 
over them and then at them—three of their number being 
killed, and others wounded. This prompt action put an 
end to the rising, and no doubt a serious disturbance was 
prevented by it. Much as it is to be desired that we should 
rely upon moral rather than physical force in dealing 
with Asiatics, it is absolutely necessary to take prompt 
and decisive measures when once a riot has broken 
out. Hesitation in such a case is at once the most 
dangerous and the most cruel policy — that is, it is 
the course most likely to lead to a spread of the out- 
break and to cause the loss of a larger number of lives 
than it is necessary to sacrifice if immediate measures be 
taken to suppress the rising. In the present instance the 
prompt action of the police effectually put a stop to what 
might otherwise have proved a very serious outbreak ; and 
we make no doubt that the lesson will not be lost upon 
the misguided men who are disposed to be led to the com- 
mission of any act, no matter how desperate, by the head- 
men of the Hoeys. It is very satisfactory that Lim- 
Az-TYE, the head of the Teo-Chew Branch of the Ghee 
Hin Secret Society, has been sentenced to deportation ; 
and others connected with these organisations have been 
bound over tokeep the peace. It is needless to say that this 
affair has alienated from them the best advocates for tempo- 
rising with these dangerous bodies ; and it will probably be 
very long before anyone will again advise meeting them 
halfway, either by registration or by any similar act. The 





absurdity of such a course appears in an absolutely gro- 
tesque light, when it is considered that, if such a measure 
were put into practice, Mr. Liw-Au-Tye, the gentleman 
who has just been deported, would be one of those upon 
whom the Government would be mainly dependent for in- 
formation as to the constitution, objects, and doings of the 
societies. It remains to be seen how far the Government 
or the Postmaster-General was wise in making any arrange- 
ment with a Chinese firm for the remittance of money. 
Such a step was very apt to open a door for squeezing, and 
was certain to lead to its being generally reported that 
squeezing would take place. The result of the attempt is 
in itself’ a good proof of the danger of relying upon 
Chinese co-operation in any duties which should be per- 
formed by the Government. ‘There appeats to be reason 
to believe that the Chinese firm to whom the “ sub-post- 
office” was entrusted issued a threat on their own respon- 
sibility, to the effect that persons secretly forwarding letters 
would be prosecuted, and that this was one of the main 
causes of the rising. It is to be hoped this point will be 
carefully inquired into, and that the unsatisfactory out- 
turn of the measure will be a warning to the Singapore 
Government that there is always great danger in according 
to natives a gusi official position such as will enable them 
to induce their fellow-countrymen to believe thai. they are 
entitled to exercise authority which they do not in reality 
possess. If it is not safe to do this with a “sub-post- 
office” the danger of doing so with Secret Secicties may 
be readily conceived. 








Honc Kone readers who may recollect the celebrated 
Kwok-a-Sing Habeas Corpus case in that Colony, in 
which a suit was brought against the Attorney-General, the 
Hon. (now Sir) JutAN Pauncerors, for wrongful im- 
prisonment of the said Kwox-a-Stnc, who was placed 
in gaol to be handed over to the French authorities for 
piracy on the high seas, will be interested in the report of 
the proceedings before the Supreme Court of Appeal at 
Westminster, inwhich Mr. Copnett claimed that Sir Rocer 
TICHBORNE should be brought out of gaol. ‘The Chief 
Justice stated that there never was a more delusive view 
than that the legality of the conviction could be gone into 
on Habeas Corpus—precisely what was done (though the 
judgment was reversed on appeal) in the Kwok-a-SIng 
case. Apparently following that precedent, Mr. Cos- 
BEIT expressed his belief that he had a clear 
to recover £500 against Lozd BEACONSFIELD. It is 
only reasonable, if an Attorney-General can be “gone 
for” in this manner in Hong Kong, that a Prime Mi- 
nister should be aimed at at home. Fortunately, how- 
ever, the legal merits of the applications were regarded in 
a somewhat different light at Westminster to that in which 
they were looked upon in Hong Kony 











WE have much pleasure in stating that Mr. Ne-Cioy, 
formerly Government interpreter at Hong Kong, who has 
been studying at Lincoln’s Inn, has just been called to the 
Bar, and will take his departure for China to morrow by 
the American route. Mr. No-Cnoy is the first Chinese 
gentleman who has been called to the English Bar, and de- 
serves much credit for the industry and perseverance which 
he has displayed.

THE PERAK TROUBLES. 
(MORNING Post.) 

Since the terinination of the in Perak little or nuthing has heen 
heard of the coudition of affairs in the Malayan Peninaula, and this 
may be taken as an indication that a season of tranquillity bas suc- 
ceeded the disturbances uf 1875, and that good order prevails in the 
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then unsettled districts. Recent news has conveyed the information 
that the Maharajah Lela and some of his accomplices have been tried 
and sentenced tu death ; but it is donbtful whether the sentence will 
be carried into execution, as the Sultan Abdoollah, under whose com- 
missiun, it is stated, the trial was held, has been proved to have him- 
self been in somo measure implicated in the murder of Mr. Birch, which 
was the commencement of the outbreak. How this difficulty muy 
eventually be surmounted it is scarcely necessary to speculate, but it 
seems not improlable that the Government of the Straits Settlements 
will incline to clemency. With the exception of a local encute of the 
Chinese at Singapore, the result of dissatisfaction with some new 
postal regulations, they appear to have hid nothing lately to disturb 
their serenity, and it might have been expected that’ they would nave 
deen so well pleased with a state of quiescence that they would have 
avoided any measures likely to lew! to future trouble, But unfor- 
tunately the love of meddling in the affairs of the native States seems. 
too strung to be resisted, and it has recently been displayed in the 
arrangement by the Governor of the Colony of # convention between 
the chiefs of six native States for securing the peace and tranquillity of 
the countries over which they rule. ‘The States represented by th 
chiefs form part of the “ Negri” “Sumbilan” or the “ Nine Stat. 
lying to the north and east of Malacca, whose rulers were mixed up with, 
if they did not actually originate, the late disturbances in that part of 
the Peninsula. ing found themselves overmatched in the short 
strusgle whieh then took place, these chiefs, whose territories cousixt of 
Sri Menanti, Johole, Moar, Jompole, Terachi, Gunong Paasir,and Enas, 
now expres#a desire to live in peace and behave well for the future, and, | 
with that view, to form a Confederation under the supreme authority | 
of the Chief of Sri Menanti, whom they will recognise as “Kam Tuan ) 
Besar,” ie, “The Great Ruler.”

totheseStates, and should alone have been recognised by our Government 
as Ean Tuan Besar if they acknowledged anyoneasthe lawful bearer of that 
title. It is, moreover, certain that our upholding the man whom the 
six chieis Lave thus delighted to honour will ve very unpalatable to 
the rulers of the three States not included in this alliauce, who, having 
stvod fimily by us when the others were troublesome, will scarcely be 
pleased to see such signs of favour extended to them. ‘The relations 
between these two groups of States will not be improved by the Con- 
federation policy, which may be expected to arouse a spirit of inrita- 
tion that must sooner or later lead to open hostility. Passing by the 
amusing concession contained in the fifth clause of the agreement, that 
security from motestaticus shall be extended to all persons in the six 
States friendly to onr Goverument, we are contrained to draw atten- 
tion to the sixth clause constituting the Maharajah of Johore the 
umpire in any dispute that) may arise between the signatories of the 
Convention. ‘This is unquestionably a most impolitie step, and one that 
should never have been counteuanced by the Government of the Straits 
Settlemen's, 

Asa matter of policy the Maharajah should have been kept entirely 
apart from this Confederation, and have had nothing whatever to do 
with it. He is a most enlightened ebief and a grent favourite with the 
Government, but for that very reason his being made a higher autho- 
rity than even the Great Ruler wonld be sure to excite envy and dis- 
like amongst other chiefs, who would not be slow to give those feel- 
ings @ practical form if opportunity offered. ‘The position of the 
Maharajah cannot but be au awkward one, It is not to be imagi 
that his decisions will always meet the views of both parties to any 
dispute in which he may be called upon to exercise his office ; some- 
times neither side may be satisfied, and he must be prepared to 
support his ruling or see it ignored, The chiefs who have allied 
themselves by this ugreement will ever be guided in their acqui- 
escence in his decisions by their own eeltish’ interests rather than 
by considerations of what will be for the gener good, and will very 
soon repudiate their obligations to abide by the Maharajah's decree if 
it should not suit them to do ao, If his Highness is to eompel obe- 
dience by force of arms we yok forward to a chronic state of petty 
warfare on the Peninsula; if not, will the Straits Government take 
upon themselves the task of obliging the recusant chiefs to keep faith 
with each other and with them?” It the idea is to lay upon the Maha- 
rajab the responsibility for any disturbance that may arise in these 
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States subsequently to the ratification of the agreements between their 
‘ulers—in fact, to Secure the preservation of tranquillity in the Penin+ 
uly withont trouble or responsibility on our part, we fear it will not 
answer, ‘The Mabarajah of Jobore should not have been compromised 
by being placed in the position of umpire, and the Straits Government 
would have dune well not only to have discouraged, but to have refused 
to promote in any way, the agreement in question, which is calculated 
t do intinitely more harm than good.

In consequence of the good organisa 
tion and management of the Imperial Meteorological Ollice the gale 
iid not come unexpected, but had been signalled twelve hours beiore 
from the office, the finest weather then prevailing, All veasels thus 
having been wamed of the approaching storm no aceident to shipping 
has hitherto been heand of. 

Protessor Nordenskjold, the fortunate explorer of the Karian Sea, to 
the eastward of the island of Nova Seulja, who last summer went up 
the Jenisey River in his small steamer Yuner, is preparing another expe- 
dition for the coming stinmer. ‘This time the Professor intends to 
explore the whole Arctic coast. of Siberia, and it is not unlikely that

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decline, but is firmer at the close. Sugar has slightly improved, 
and some amount of business has transpired, principally in 
China. Hemp, Pepper, and Rice are flat, with a declining ten- 
dency. Cotton has fluctuated, but a dull tone has predominated, 
and the recent advance is not upheld. The activity in Gambier 
exhibited last week has disappeared. Tin continues dull, and 
Straits has sustained a further fall of 30s. per ton. 

The total quantity of teadelivered from the bonded warehouses 
in London for the week ended the 27th ult. was 3,536,791 lbs., 
showing a decrease of rather more than 3$ per cent. on the pre- 
ceding week. Of this total 2,409,437 Ibs. was for home consump- 
tion, 799,930 Ibs. was removed coastwise, 203,070 Ibs. was ex- 
ported, 120,759 Ibs, was sent coastwise for exportation, and 
3,595 lbs. was for ships’ stores. The duty received during the 
same period was £60,236, which, compared with £59,314 of the 
previous week, exhibits an increase of something like 14 per 
cent. The following were the quantities of the other principal 
dautiable articles withdrawn from the London bonded ware- 
houses for home consumption during the same period :—Cotfee, 
466,631 Ibs.; cocoa, 206,053 Ibs.; tobacco, 388,638 Ibs.; cigars 
17,634 Iba.; wine, 171,239 gallons; brandy, 34,341 gallous ; 
and rum, 32,967 gallons. 

The tenders for £350,000 in bills and telegraphic transfers on 
India were received on the 3lst_ult. at the Bank of England. 
The amounts allotted were :—To Calcutta, £41,080, at an average 
rate of ls. 10°12d., and to Bombay £88,000, at an average rate 
of 1s. 1004d. Tenders on both Presidencies for bills at 1s. 10d., 
and telegrams at 1s. 10 1-16d., will receive in full; no allotment 
below these prices respectively, Compared with last week’s 
allotment, there is a fall in the above rates of about }d. per 
rupee. 

‘Next week the India Council will only offer 17} lacs of rupees 
(say £175,000), which will be only one-half the weekly smounts 
tendered for during the past six months. This reduction is a 
natural consequence of the large amount of bills which have 
latterly been allotted upon unexpectedly favourable terms, as 
well as of the heavy famine expenditure now entailed, which 
will necessitate the raising of aloan in this country. The Coun- 
cil are likely, therefore, to retain a considerable proportion of 
their means of remittance to India in their own hands. 

The price of Bar Silver remained without material alteration 
until the result of the allotment of the Council Bills was known, 
when it would have been difficult to find a buyer, had sales been 
pressed, without submitting to a serious reduction in price ; this 
morning, however, the rate has become firmer, in consequence of 
the Council having decreased the amount of their drawings next 
week, and Silver bas been sold at 574d. per oz. standard, being 
about }d. below previous quotations.

Messrs, De Cordova, Sons and Co,'s Report upon the New York 
Market, dated 20th January, says :—Our market has been unusually 
torpid during the past three mouths, This dulness has been variously 
ascribed to “political uncertainty as to the Presidential question,” to 
“the large number of operatives throughout the country who are out 
of employment, and are therefore unable to purchase the necessaries 
of life; and, more recently, to the heavy snow-fall and the consequent 
impassable condition of the roads. Green Teas which coat in China 
about as much as was paid last year, notwithstanding that the quality 
is poor, and the proportions make lower averages than those of the 
previous crop, are said to be leaving losses estimated at from 10 to 15 
per cent. on the cost of importation. It is believed that prices cannot 
go much lower here than they now are: but it is also certain that many 
taels more’ per picul than the circumstances of this market would 
justify have been paid for Green Teas in China this season, The 
apparent motive for this extravagance has been “a short crop in 
Chima.” The “short crop” amounts to this: that having hud a sur- 
plus of stock here on July 1, 1876, of 6,000,000 Ibs, China sends us 
14,000,000 more ; and our apparent consumption of this description of 
Tea for the present year will amount to about 14,000,000 to 15,000,000 
of pounds, Japan ‘Teas would appear to be losing popularity, to the 
advantage of Oolunga. Good wedium may be quoted at 28c. for 
cond crop ‘Teas, equal in grade to Mourilyan, Heimann, and C 
standard ; 25c. to 2c. for second crop Teas, standards reduced from 
old gradings. In the meanwhile the Japan market has ruled at very 
much higher cost, as, indeed, has so frequently been the rule in the 
Fast, It scarcely seems possible thut quutations here can go much 
lower, but the supply is ample and the demand is moderate. Qolong 
Teas have been more in favour, because they have beeu clean, and es- 
pecially because they have been cheap. The new Amoys have brought 
5c, to 26c. gold, fur invoices averaging superior, at which figures they 
are said to about cover cost,, Formosasin fair inquiry,and importers have 
been free sellers until recently, when more firmness has ruled. Suutistics 
of the actual and prospective position of our market in respect to supply 
tend to show conclusively that thia country is still paying a great deal 
more money to China and Japan than is at all wise or necessary ; and 
it will be vain to look for a healthy tea business here until prices in 
the East shall bave fallen low enough to cause a great abridgement of 
production. The figures show that at the end of the present ‘lea Sea- 
son—say on the Ist July, 1877—we shall have a surplus of stock in 
the hands of importers and speculators equal to four or five months’ 
consumption of the United States, including the usual exports to 
Canada. With so large a supply to begin with, this country can very 
well afford to leave Green Teas to the fine speculative minds of the 
operators for the London market, and to let Japan Teas severely alone. 
With the latter description of the leaf, indeed, the game is entirely in 
the hands of American importera, and there is no more necessity for 
them to pay profitable prices in the East, to their own inevitable pre- 
jndice, than it would be for them to go severally home one pleasant 
afternoon and burn up all their clothing. It needs only patience, and 
an abatement of the too prevalent mania to have tea at auy cost that 
the Chinese and Japanese choose to put upon it, to effect such a re- 
duction in Eastern values as would lead to a diminution of production 
—the sole remedy for the miserable condition which has prevailed in 
the New York ‘Tea Market for years past. It seems idle to be con- 
stantly repeating this truism to heedless ears ; but we do nut see that 
it comes within our duty to be dumb because importers see fit to be

CASUALTIES. 

Great Yarmourst.—Jan. 80, the Constantia, barque, of and from Sun- 
derland for Batavia (coal), stuck upon the South Scroby Sand this 
morning, during strong wost gule, with heavy sea ; crew (twelve in 
all) were rescued by the lifeboat Mark Lane, of this port ; the barque 
is under water, and will become a tatal wreck. 


YarmourH (I.W.).—Jan. 31, 8 collision occurred off here on the 
29th inst. between the General Caulfield, barque, of Newcastle, Pren- 
tice, from London for Singapore, via Cardiff, and the Norwegian barque 
Familiens Minde, Jonsen, from Shieldsfor Havana. Both vessels were 
at aachor, when the latter broke her shear and came into the General 
Caulfield’s port side amidships, carrying away three stanchions, main- 
rail, and a good deal of bulwarke, “The damage to the General Caul- 
field has been settled by the Familiens Minde. 

Lisson. —Jan, 25, the Red (Rover, steam yacht, Dundas, from 
Oporto for Penang, is reported as having put in here damaged. 

Surz.—Jan, 12, the Ajax (str), Captain Kidd, from Shanghai, for 
London, while getting up anchor to enter the Canal, was run into by 
the British India steamer, ‘The repairs to the Ajax will detain 
her five days (has since arrived in London). 

Sr. Heteva.—Jan. 8, Captain P. Grieves, of the English brig Queen, 
of Shorcham, arrived here from Singapore and Algoa Bay for Hamburg, 
reports hacing experienced suooession of gales from the 10th to the 
22nd Dec., off the Cape of Good Hope, in which she lost bulwarks, car- 
ried away tand of lower maintopsailyard, and ship was considerably 
strained. A survey has been held, and the surveyors report having 
found, inside, 175 inches water in the well, but no increase after wait- 
ing an hour; deck seams and waterways lack, combings round main- 
mast loose, &¢. ; also, outside, the rndderhead split, the caulking slack 
in places, and a few small graving pieces required. 

Captain Hinterthur, of the Dutch barque G. H. Bette, from Macassar 
for Amsterdam, reports —Dee. 2, lat. 33. 42 S,, long. 28.24 E., ex- 
perienced a very heavy gale with high cross seas breaking over the 
vessel and washing away several movable artices from off the decks, as 
well #8 losing a portion of the ship's name from off the stern. Several 
sails were blown away and ship thrown on beam ends, and would rot 
righten until the deck ports were cut away and the water let out. 

‘The French barque Univers, from Swatow for London, arrived here 
on the Srd ult., experienced a succession of very heavy gales during 
the passage, was twice thrown on her beam ends when sails and ropes 
had to be cut away to righten her, lust boat, cuop, and many things off 
eck, alo had a large quantity of provisions spoiled. Surveyors re- 
commended certain repairs to topsides and to replace articles lost. 

The Mary Edey, barque, of Dublin, Kavanagh, from Samarang for 
Falmouth, reporta :—From Nov. 24 to Dec. 22, between lat, 28. 18 S., 
long. 46. 30 E., and lat. 35.28, long. 20.7 E, encountered terrific 
weather, giles, and tremendous sens, lost lowertopstile, foresail, and 
several stnall sails, ship labouring heavily all the time. 

Baravia—Jan. 31, Salvors have brought into Muntok the schooner 
Kronpring Gustav, from Hong Kong for London (sugar and sundries), 
which had been abandoned ashore at Karang Hadjee after unsuccessful 
attempts had beon made to get her off.

GENERAL SHIPPING NEWS. 














Tar Suez Caxat.—The accounts of the Suez Canal Company for 
1876 have not yet been finally adjusted, but at the extraordinary gene- 
ral meeting of the shareholders, held in Paria on the 10th wlt., M. 
Charles de Lesseps gave an interesting forecast of the probable financial 
results of the year’s working. In 1876, he said, a net profit of f.1,061,000 
(£42,440) had been earned, which was sufficient for the payment of a 
dividend of f.1 88c. per share. It is expected, however, that the free 
revenue of 1876 will amount to £.1,500,000 or £.1,600,000 (£60,000 to 
£64,000), and this increase of about 50 per cent. in the profits will ad- 
mit of the payment of a dividend of about f.2 80c. per share, which, 
added to the £.25 of interest, gives a revenue of about £.28 per share. 
But the company may be said to have made even greater progress thn is 
shown by these figures. The increase in the traffic receipts for 1876, 
as compared with those for the previous year, amounted to £.1,100,000 
(£44,000), while the working expenses had actually diminished. | On 
the working of the Canal, therefore, there had been an increased profit, 
not of 50, but of fully 190 per cent.; but, owing to the commercial de- 
pression in Egypt, the company had not been able to dispose of its 
lands s0 readily asin former years, nor to invest its money on such 
advantageous terms, M. C. de Lesaeps, however, hopes that as the 











commercial situation improves these last two sources of income will 
become more prolific, and that, if peace be secured, an immediate and 


important increase of traffic may be expected. That increase, too, he 
believes, will not necessitate any augmentation in the working charges. 

Missixc Surp.—The underwriters of the large wooden ship Richard 
‘h sailed from Bassein for Falmouth on the 27th May last, 
n her upas lost, She sailed with a fulleargo, and ought 
to have arrived in the English Channel in about five months, She is 
now eight months at sea, and has not been spoken or heard of since she 
left. She was commanded by Captain Cruickshank, and had a crew cf 
at least thirty men on board,and it is feared they have been lost with 
the ship. The Richard Wright was a vessel of 1,353 tons, built at St, 
John, N.B., in 1872, and owned by Mr. James Nevins, of that por 

Burytxo or a Liverroot Suip.—A telegram received from New 
York, dated Jan, 27, states that the Ada Iredale, Captain Napton, from 
Ardrossan toSan Francisco, has been burned at sea, and that the crew, 
with the exception of the carpenter, have been saved. It will be re- 
membered that the Ada Iredale was lately included in Lloyd's list of 
missing vessels. She was a vessel of 997 tons, and owned by Mr. Peter 
Tredale, Liverpool, 

‘AN arrangement has been made by the Albion Shipping Company 
of Glasgow to take over a portion of the fleet of Messrs. Shaw, Savill, 
and Co.'s passenger line of New Zealand packets, aud to work the ser- 
vice to the ports of New Zealand from London, in addition to the ser- 
vice from the Clyde to the various ports in that coluny. The capital 
of the Albion Shipping Company has been in consequence increased to 
£1,00,000, 

‘Tux Colonial Line steamship St. Osyth, Captain R. M‘Nabb, arrived 
in the Downs on the 28th ult. She brings eleven days’ later advices 
frcm Melboume than those by the usual mail rid Brindisi, The steam- 
ship left Plymouth on September 23 last, made her outward passage 
in 454 days, and her homeward in fifty-one days ; accomplishing the 
entire voyage in four months and five days, a feat never befure re- 
corded.
